Size 
of  bulbs  have  no  bearing  on  the  plant  or  flower 
produced,  one  is  as  good  as  the  other  as  long  as 
each  bulb  has  a good  eye.  All  tubes  should  be 
placed  in  sand,  moss,  or  moist  earth  as  soon  as 
received  to  keep  the  eyes  from  drying  out.  Further 
directions  on  the  culture  of  dahlias  will  be  sent 
for  the  asking.  If  you  cannot  use  this  catalog, 
kindly  hand  it  to  some  friend  who  you  think  will 
be  interested,  for  which  I thank  you.
